The con d ition of Sen ator Miller, of Cali­ 
forn ia. is such as to warran t the most serious 
apprehen sion s, writes a correspon d en t of the 
Louisville Co u rier-Jo u r n o I

His malad y is 
Bright’s d isease of the kid n eys, an d the case 
is a bad on e. There has been , d urin g the last 
three or four d ays, a slight improvemen t in 
the patien t’s con d ition , but this improvemen t 
is d oubtless d ue to the recuperation of his 
system from the fatigue of his ‘lon g journ ey 
across the con tin en t rather than from an y 
marked alleviation iu the malad y itself. 
When Mr. Miller reached Washin gton his 
physician d iscovered upon examin ation that 
he was sufferin g from Bright's d isease, com­ 
bin ed with a chron ic d isord er of the liver, 
an d also from cachexy, or a d epraved state of 
the system arisin g out of the in ord in ate use 
of quin in e. 
The Californ ia d octors had been 
treatin g the sen ator for malaria, an d had been 
stuffin g him with quin in e for a con sid erable 
period . 
This course of treatmen t brought on 
the state of cachexy, which is n ow thought to 
be a very serious feature of the case. Bright’s 
d isease is ord in arily con sid ered fatal, but Dr. 
Pope says there are cases in which an apparen t 
cure has been effected .

those of ex-Min ister 
(otherwise “Poker”) Schen ck an d Major Ben :

P R O G R E S S S O U G H T IN JAPAN. 


T h e U se o f R o m a n L e tte r s in W r itin g 
Ad­ 
vo c a ted . 
Loudon Tim es. 
If we except the movemen t n ow in progress 
in German y, history furn ishes n o example of 
a n atiori d eliberately chan gin g the mod e of 
writin g its lan guage. 
Yet that is the bold 
step which a kn ot of Japan ese literati took in 
han d a few mon ths ago, an d which is alread y 
in a fair way of bein g grad ually but thorough­ 
ly accomplished . 
Japan , so far as is kn own , 
has n ever possessed a complete method of 
w r it in g that could be truly called her own . 
On the con trary, she has labored from early 
times un d er the d ifficulties of the highly cum- 
brors an d complex system of her ven erable 
n eighbor, Chin a. 
After the ad ven t of Bud d h­ 
ism" from that coun try in the seven th cen tury, 
the. spoken Japan ese lan guage of the period 
Boon became largely en riched by Chin ese 
wore.s, an d at the same time there was gmd - 
ualb 
in trod uced the Chin ese id eographic 
method of writin g.

From this process, exercised as it was by the 
ed ucated an d stud en t classes, there grad ually 
arose a more or less ped an tic habit of in tro­ 
d ucin g the use of Chin ese word s more freely 
than before in to the con versation of d aily life. 
Fortun ately this habit became prod uctive of 
much good , for out of it. more perhaps than 
an ythin g else, grew even tually a feelin g of im­ 
patien ce an d reaction which was to be the 
forerun n er of real aud rad ical reform, an d 
which first tock shape about three years ago 
in the formation of the Kaua n o Kai, or Ivan i 
association , d esign ed to effect a complete sub­ 
stitution of kan a for tho Chin ese sv’stem. 
The movemen t, however, d id n ot prove a suc­ 
cess. 
In d espair at the d ifficulties w'hich 
faced them in d ealin g with the large propor­ 
tion of Chin ese homon yms, its supporters 
foun d themselves d riven toward the mistaken 
policy of exclud in g the Chin ese elemen t al­ 
together from the lan guage—an error which 
soon sealed their d own fall 
After the failure of this society some of its 
ablest members came to see that there could 
be n o real relief from the straits of the situa­ 
tion except by d iscard in g the existin g method s 
in favor of a purely alfabetical system, in 
which the letters should be used solely accord ­ 
in g to their fon etic values. 
It was foun d 
that twen ty-two letters of tlie Roman alfabet 
would an swer this purpose, the 1, q, v, an d x 
n ot bein g n eed ed for Japan ese. 
There would 
still remain the d ifficulty of the Chin ese ho­ 
mon yms. 
But this might be grad ually over­ 
come, an d was at an y rate of little momen t as 
again st the weighty ad van tages of usin g on 
alfabet in which twen ty-two simple sign s rep­

A complete scheme of spellin g has 
been d rawn up aud approved , of which it is 
sufficien t to say here that the con son an ts have 
been taken at their En glish, the vowels at their 
Italian , values, an d that the chosen stan d ard 
of pron un ciation is that of ed ucated people in 
the Capital. 
It is gratifyin g to kn ow that the n ew' move­ 
men t has been stron gly supported by resid en t 
foreign scholars an d others, an d n early the 
whole of the d iplomatic corps—amon g the 
latter by n on e more than by En glan d ’s pres­ 
en t min ister, the Hon . F. It. Plun kett, who 
has worked very hard in its behalf. 
The 
powerful in fluen ce which the Roma-ji Kai is 
likely to have on the establishmen t of En g­ 
lish as the d omin an t foreign ton gue in Japan 
is n ot its least importan t feature. There has 
lon g been a ten d en cy iu this d irection , yet 
it n eed ed stimulatin g. 
Man y years ago 
the Japan ese govern men t purposed mak­ 
in g En glish the lan guage of d iplomatic

action in cotton. 
Should cong ress, therefore, 
continue to dilly dally with the question it is 
not unlikely, he says, that the cotton firms 
of the south—thoso that handle the bulk of

cotton—will

combination, 
and

of 
the 
treasury 
all 
the silver that they can use to put it iu circu­ 
lation among the southern people. Plantation 
hands are not particularly averse to the big 
round dollar; in fact, they rather prefer it 
to paper and a considerable quantity o f silver

was a smart man, too, he’d saved a marlin- 
spike outen the wreck, and we soon had a 
dozen holes into the tree and the eels a pourin’ 
outeu 'em like sap.”

The 
colored cong ressman from North Carolina 
was born in the city of New York. 
He 
studied in the schools there, and afterward 
worked his way throug h the Howard universi­ 
ty . in W ashing ton. 
He is nominally a lawy er 
but is a politician by profession. 
Colored 
m en are not successful in the leg al profession. 
However well educated thej' may be, or how­ 
ever well read, their own people are alway s 
disinclined to intrust their cases to them. 
Colored lawy ers rarely have an opportunity 
to appear in court. 
Their practice is larg ely 
confined to making collections and in draw­ 
ing up papers. In the same way colored peo­ 
ple will never patronize phy sicians of their 
own race if thej-can help it. 
They alway s 
prefer to g o to white people. 
Mr. Smalls has much more of a record as a 
public record than O’Hara. 
He is 40 y ears 
of ag e. 
He was a slave. 
O'Hara was born a 
freeman. 
Smalls never received any educa­ 
tion except what he could pick up for him­ 
self. 
He is a short, fat, g ood natured looking 
colored man, such a one as mig ht be found at 
the head of any dining room or in any barber 
shop in the south. 
He has a very broad, 
double-chinned face. 
The lower part of his 
face is covered with a strag g ly g rowth of 
beard and mustache, iron g ray in color. 
He 
invariably wears steel bowed g lasses set tig ht 
up ag ainst his g ood natured looking ey es. He 
idway s dresses well. 
He is not an orator and 
rarely if ever addresses the house, althoug h 
he lias served with occasional breaks throug h 
defeat eig ht y ears in it. 
Sir. Smalls acq uired a g ood property , and al­ 
thoug h he was driven out of the state at one 
time, he now has a very secure hold there, 
and probably will represent as long as he 
pleases the black district of the state. 
Smalls is a man of g reat courag e. 
When 
lie was a slave he was employ ed about the 
harbor of Charleston as a rig g er. 
He learned 
in this employ ment the trade of a sailor. 
At 
the outbreak of the war he ran the steamer 
Planter over the bar out of Charleston harbor 
and surrendered her to the United States 
authorities. 
For this he was made a 
pilot 
in 
the 
United 
States 
navy 
and did splendid service during the war. 
His skill as a pilot and his bravery as a man 
earned him promotion. 
He was made captain 
of one of the g overnment transports, and had 
charg e of her from 18 8 3 until she went out of 
commission in 18 S0. 
Smalls has a most ex­ 
traordinary list of military titles. 
When the 
colored people controlled the state of South 
Carolina they org anized a militia, and in this 
org anization proved for as hig h titled officers 
as they had ever heard of. 
Smalls in 18 72 
Started in as lieutenant colonel of the 3d reg ­ 
iment of South Carolina militia, and in the 
Bhort space of one y ear rose to the rank of 
brig adier g eneral of the Second colored brig ­ 
ade. 
His popularity was further evidenced 
by his being made later major g eneral of the 
Second division of the South Carolina militia. 
He held this exalted position until the Demo­ 
crats g ained control of the state in 18 77. 
Since that time Mr. Smalls has not been able 
to secure any of the hig h offices of the militia. 
He is called g eneral among his followers, but 
he prefers, it is said, the title of captain, 
which he really earned during the war.

As a g eneral thing , the neg ro politician of ed­ 
ucation makes a very g ood stump speech. The 
majority 'of the colored men who have served 
in cong ress have possessed g ood debating 
powers, and when a subject was up suited to 
their emotional sty le of talking they have g en­ 
erally produced g ood effects. 
In the day sjof 
the discussion of the civil-rig hts bill the col­ 
ored members took very conspicuous parts in 
the debates in the house. 
One of the most 
eloq uent of these colorad members was E l­ 
liott. of South Carolina, a former colleag ue of 
f-imails. Elliott was a pure neg ro. 
He was 
very black, and had the long , tapering head 
of the native Scuth African. 
He was a very 
hig hly educated man. 
He was a g raduate of 
the Boston hig h school, and had finished his 
education at Oxford, Eng . 
He acq uired a 
fortune in South Carolina during the day s of 
the neg ro control of that state, so that when 
he came to Washing ton he was able to live in 
comfortable sty le. 
Unlike the majority of his 
ra<'e, he hates the white people. 
He did 
not care to associate with them in any way . 
and haug htily resented anj’ attempt to patron­ 
ize him. 
He made a g reat sensation in the 
house when he made his speech on the civil 
lig hts bill. 
He has a voice as rich and sweet 
in its tones as that of the most g ifted of 
musicians. 
He spoke for nearly two hours. 
The Eng lish of his discourse was classical 
and eloq uent. 
The sty le of his delivery ' was 
absolutely wronderful in its artistic finish. 
There was never any speech made in the 
house which has commanded more attention. 
The ordinarily turbulent house sat sileint un­ 
der the sway of his eloq uence, while the g al­ 
leries were packed to overflowing with listen­ 
ers, who were thrilled with the melody of this 
black man’s discourse. 
At the close of his 
remarkable declamation there was an out­ 
burst of applause which would have well re­ 
warded any white orator. 
I understand that 
he is now devoting himself to study and has 
no intention or desire to come back to con­ 
g ress. 
He is the ablest repreeentative that 
his race has ever had in the national leg isla­ 
ture.

NO SHOW FOR YOUNG GANNON. 


R o s a Z ullr.e r T h ro w s A ll th e B la m e 011 H im 
a nd H e G o es to J a i l U nde r B o nds o f S 3 ,0 0 0 . 
It will be remembered that a runaway 
couple from Chicag o were captured at the 
Hotel Brunswick last Sunday nig ht and taken 
back to Chicag o. 
The developments there 
are thus detailed by the Chicag o Trib u n e: 
W . E. Gannon, the y oung stag e carpenter 
who ran away with Rosa Ziillzer, the Jewish 
maiden, was arrested and locked up at the 
Desplaines street station as soon as he arrived 
in Chicag o Monday last, charg ed with abduc­ 
tion. 
He was seen in his cell y esterday and 
spoke freely about the elopement. 
Gannon

*1 g ot acq uainted with Rosa,” said Gannon, 
“bv g iving her passes to the Standard theater, 
where I worked. 
I use to g ive her old man 
seats, also. 
I went with her reg ular for sev­ 
eral months, after visiting her at homo. Since 
October up to the time we run away we have 
been g reatly troubled in mind. 
Rosa wanted 
to commit suicide and I had g reat difficulty in 
persuading her not to. 
About the middle of 
November we beg an to talk of leaving the city . 
She told me that if I would g o with her she 
would furnish the money . 
Thursday , Dec. 
24, she came up to my house and showed me 
$5 0 0 and asked me to g et some clothes and 
nceet her in the evening . 
I spent $ 100 for 
clothes and that nig ht we went away . 
I in­ 
tended to marry the g irl as soon as I could, 
but they did not g ive me any time 
We were 
just g etting ready to g et married when ar­ 
rested. 
I am willing to marry her now, and I 
g uess that'll be the way this will end.” 
“Is Rosa pretty ?” 
“Well, not what y ou would call downrig ht 
handsome, perhaps. 
She is g ood looking 
for a Jewess and has pimples all over her 
face.” 
“ You are charg ed with having abducted the 
g irl, that is, inducing her to leave her home. 
Is that true?” 
“Not exactly . 
We ag reed tog ether to leave 
thinking it the best thing to do. 
The old 
man acted real cunning while we were com­ 
ing back, pretending that it was all rig ht, and 
we would g et married and ho would furnish 
a room for us. 
I was surprised 
to be ar­ 
rested. I g uess they can’t do much, can they ? 
Rosa is willing to marry me and the match 
will stick. ’’ 
At the afternoon session of court Gannon 
was arraig ned, and his hopes about the mat­ 
ter being settled and the match “sticking ” 
dashed to the wind by the attitude of Rosa. 
This y oung lady fully carried out lhe de­ 
scription of her charms as g iven by Gannon. 
She wore her hair bang ed in the customary 
sty le over a plump and 
pimply 
face. 
She accused Gannon of enticing her away 
from home, and 
req uesting 
her to rob her 
parents. Much of her testimony related to 
her trip to St. Louis and Kansas City , where 
she admitted passing as Mrs. Gannon. 
Mr. 
Zullzer stood at his way ward child’s shoulder 
throug hout the examination and freq uently 
prompted her.

ang uish once, when the g irl spoke of buy ing 
some article of luxury .

MAN HUNTIN G IN GEORGIA. 


T h e 
E x trao rd in ary 
T rack in g 
I’o w e i1 
o f 
H ou n d s. 
A writer in (he Atlanta Co n stitu tio n , 
in a 
g ossipy article about the “convict farm ” at 
Oldtown, in Georg ia, tells the following re­ 
markable story : While at Oldtown I saw a 
race between a convict and the hounds, 
It 
came about 
in this way : 
Mr. Williams 
claimed,and he was backed by Captain James, 
that any convict could be selected out o 
{ a 
hundred and sent off to circle throug h the 
woods, passing throug h a dozen sq uads of 
convicts; that an hour later he could put his 
hounds 
011 that convict's track, and they 
would thread him throug h the sq uads of con­ 
victs. never be shaken from his individual 
track and finally bring him up. 
I remarked 
that I could understand how the hounds 
mig ht carry a convict's track throug h a (roWd 
of outsiders from some peculiar scent of the 
camp, but not how they could separate one 
convict from another. 
“Tliero may be a hundred convicts,” he 
said, “clothed precisely alike, and wearing ' 
precisely the same shoes. 
They may feud 
tog ether on precisely the same food, and sleep 
in bunks that touch each other under precise­ 
ly the same cover. And y et each one of them 
has a scent that marks him just as distinctly 
to my hounds from his fellows as his appear­ 
ance marks bun under y our deliberate study .” 
“And do y ou expect me to believe that the 
dog s can catch this scent from the fly ing 
touch of his thick shoes on the hard g round?” 
“Undoubtedly . 
And further. He may stop 
in a sq uad and chang e shoes with a convict, 
and the dog s will still follow him. 
On the 
hardest g round, his scent will be plain to 
them, thoug h his shoe soles are half an inch 
thick. 
When he runs throug h the woods 
where his clothes touch the bushes, they will 
trail him heads up, in full cry , fifty y ards, 
running parallel, but away from where he 
ran.” 
“Do y ou mean that y ou can take fifty con­ 
victs, all clad in convict suits, let them run 
throug h the bushes, then send the convict 
the doffs are trailing throug h the bushes, and 
the scent of his body left 011 the y ielding 
twig s as his clothes brushed them, will lead 
the hounds throug h the maze?” 
“Yes; fifty y ards away they will run it par­ 
allel at full speed. 
To prove this, I will shirt 
a convict. I will let others follow him throug h 
the woods. 
I will let him make a semi-circle 
in the woods with fifty y ards radius. 
When 
the hounds come to this, instead of following 
the curve they will scent the opposite side of 
the circle, fifty y ards away , cut across to it, 
take the track up there and follow it.” 
A g aunt convict, long of leg and tlank, was 
selected for the run. 
He was told to put off 
q uickly , circle in the woods, take a swift run 
over the fields, roads and throug h every sq uad 
of convicts he could find in his way . 
This he 
did. 
The hounds were then loating about the 
stockade y ard as listless a lot of dog s as ever 
were 
seen. 
“I am tempted,” said 
Mr. 
Williams, “to let the convict ride a horse for a 
mile or two after he has run awhile. 
I have 
had dog s to trail a convict 
011 horseback four 
miles and then take the track where he jumped 
from the horse.” 
By this time the fly ing convict was a small 
speck on the broad fields, and in a moment 
more he had melted into the horizon and was 
g one, as if indeed he had found that liberty 
for which his soul panted, and had g one as 
the strong wing ed birds g o when they vanish 
in the blue ether. 
In an hour we mounted our horses. 
The 
hounds were still loafing about iu the sun­ 
shine. 
Suddenly Mr. Williams, sq uaring 
himself in the saddle, blew three q uick, short 
blasts on the cow’s horn that hung at his side. 
As if by mag ic, the hounds awaked and 
charg ed at his saddle—eag er, bay ing , frantic. 
“Nig g er!” he said sententiouslv. Like the 
wind they were off, nose to the g round, tails 
up, circling like beag les. 
Larg er the circles 
g rew, the hounds silent as specters, ey es and 
no se eating the earth for its secret. “They 
will pass over the tracks of convict sq uads, 
but will open on the first sing le track they 
find. 
If it is the wrong track we will simply 
sit still. 
They will run it a hundred y ards or 
so and noting our silence will throw it off and i 
search ag ain. When they g et the rig ht track j 
we will halloo, and start after the hound | 
that has it. .The others will at oneo join him 
and the race is opened.” 
At last a red hound, careering like mad 
across the field, halts suddenly , tumbles over 
himself, faces 
about, 
noses the g round 
eag erly , lifts his head, “A-a-o-o-o-w-u!” and 
is off like an arrow from a bowstring . “That’s 
the track,” shouts Williams, and after the 
howling hound we g o. 
The other dog s join 
in pell mell at first, then each hound true to 
the track, in full cry and at a rattling g ate. 
Away off to the left Captain James calls atten­ 
tion ' to a moving 
speck ag ainst the sky . 
“That is the convict circling back to camp,” 
he said. 
On the dog sjwent, keen as the wind, 
inexorable as fate, following the 
track of 
the 
convict as 
true 
as his own 
shad­ 
ow. 
Across the tracks of hundreds of others, 
along hig h roads, over fields, throug h herds 
of cattle, by other convicts who smiled 
g rimly as they passed, the hounds went hold­ 
ing the track of the fly ing convict where it 
had been laid as lig htly as thistle on the firm

earth, but where it left its tell-tale scont all 
the same. 
Nothing could shake them off, 
—nothing check their furious rush. 
Over 
other tracks made by convicts wearing shoes 
rom the same last and same box they went 
without liinderance, led by some intaug ible 
miracle of the 
air, 
straig ht iu a sing le 
trail. 
“Now, we ll see them wind his scent fifty 
y ards away ,” said Williams, as we neared a 
patch of forest. 
Close to this was a sq uad of 
convicts. 
These we had sent throug h the 
woods an hour before. 
We had made “trus­ 
ties,” walking sing ly , touch every bush and 
tree. 
Then the convict we were trailing was 
run throug h, making a half circle, with at 
least fifty y ards radius. 
The hounds entered 
the forest at a hustling pace, a small red dog 
leading . 
Suddenly the leader faltered for an 
instant, with nose in air, then burst with 
fierce cry to the left, ran obliq uely for fully 
fifty y ards, with head up, when he took up 
ag ain the track of tlio convict, and lowered 
his head to the g round. 
He had simply made 
a short cut across the semi circle, having 
caug ht scent of the convict on the bushes 
more than a hundred feet away . 
I am aware 
that this is incredible to those who have never 
seen it. 
I cannot explain what it is that the 
Hy ing man, clad and shod as a hundred others 
fed ou the same food, chained daily to the 
same chain and sleeping in the same bunks 
at nig hts imparts to a y ielding twig touched by 
his clothes so that it attracts a hound fifty 
y ards away . 
But it certainly does just that 
thing . 
The last test was now coming 
We were 
moving on a sq uad of convicts at work in a 
cotton field. We had sent the fug itive convict 
throug h this sq uad. 
We had then made them 
walk in a double circle around him. 
They 
then crossed and recrossed his tracks, manv 
of them wearing exactly such shoes as he 
wore. One hour later the hounds struck this 
point. 
There was not an instant’s pause. 
There was no deviation, no let up iu the 
pace. 
Throug h the laby rinth of tracks the 
hounds went, as swallows throug h the air, 
hurry ing inexorably on the one track they had 
chosen. 
The end was now near. 
The convict hav­ 
ing run his race was seen leaning ag ainst a 
tree, and watching the hounds plung ing to­ 
ward him. 
“Won't he climb the tree?” I 
asked. 
“No. the hounds ave trained to sim- 
piy bay the convicts when they come up with 
them. 
Otherwise the couvicts would kill 
them.” 
By this time the hounds liad sig hted 
him. 
They halted about twenty y ards away 
from the tree ag ainst which he stood and 
bay ed him furiously . 
Pretty music they 
made, and not deeper than I have heard ofteu 
and ag ain under a possum tree. 
Mr. Wil­ 
liams called them off and the convict came 
forward. 
“Dem puppies is doin’mig hty well, 
cap’n,” he said, g rinning as he lazily swung 
by , on his way tu the stockade. 
These dog s art! not blood-hounds. I doubt 
if there is a blood-hound in Georg ia—thoug h 
two are reported near Cartersville, descended 
from a pair owned by Colonel Jeff, Johnson 
in the day s of slavery . 
The Oldtown dog s 
are foxhounds of the Redbone breed, trained 
for several g enerations to hunt men. 
They 
are never tempted by other g ame. 
They are 
neither fierce or powerful, ani are relied on 
solely to trail the convict and lead his pur­ 
suers to his lair.
